Everyone mu st choose for himself be­ 
tween that theory of the u niverse that 
makes it the produ ct of blind chance and 
that which pu ts behind it intelligent 
power. 
Possibly there are those here 
who can see no evidence of thou ght in 
natu re, no adaption of means to ends; 
perhaps there are some present who re­ 
gard the infinite variety in form and col­ 
or of material things—attribu tes which 
are not essential to life and progress— 
set over against the organ of light, and a 
mind appreciation of beau ty, as merely a 
fortu itou s circu mstance; who see design 
and thou ght in a watch, bu t cannot in the 
growth of a plant and the produ ction of 
seed: perhaps there are some here w ho 
fu lly believe that there is no God, bu t I 
think it scarcely possible. 
The hardest 
thing for a mind to do is to believe that 
there is absolu tely no cau se for the things 
abe u t u s. 
The more thou ghtfu l one is 
the more difficu lt it becomes to take su ch 
a position. 
We intentively look for 
cau ses, and identify them with mind. 
The cau se of this book is not the leather, 
the paper, or the ink of which it is coxn- 
posed, bu t it is some mind that brou ght 
these things together; we see a maker or 
makers behind it, personality, origina­ 
tion forethou ght, design. 
So of every­ 
thing. 
We cannot conceive of this hou se 
existing apart from the minds that plan* 
ue<> directed and execu ted its bu ilding. 
And the more people think abou t phe­ 
nomena and events, the harder it is to 
tkem as existing withou t a cau se 
II re is a passage qu oted by Cicero 
in m 
Aristotle’s 
dialogu e, 
concerning 
Phil sophy. 
Aristotle was that philoso- 
ph ,*i <>f antiqu ity whom Dante calls ‘ the 
master of those that know.” lie was the 
foreru nner of modern science, pronou nc 
y. "the strongest of all the ancients.” 
Tu is is the passage referred to: 
“ Im­ 
agine men who have always dwelt be­ 
neath the earth in good and well illu mi­ 
nated habitations, habitations adorned 
with statu es and paintings and well fu r­ 
nished with every thing which is u su ally 
at the command of those who are deemed 
fortu nate. 
Su ppose these men never to 
have come u p to the su rface of the earth, 
bu t to have gathered from an obscu re 
legend that a deity and tiivinc powers ex­ 
ist. 
If the earth were once to be opened 
toi these men so that they cou ld ascend 
ou t of their conceu led abodes to the re­ 
gions inhabited by u s, and if they were 
to step forth and su ddenly see before 
them the earth, and the sea and skies, 
and perceive the ma sses of clou ds and the 
violence of the winds; and then if they 
w ere to look u p at the su n and become 
cognizant of its magnitu de and also of 
its workings, that he is the au thor of da y 
in that he sheds his light over the entire 
heavens; and if afterwards when night 
had overshadowed the earth, they were 
to see the whole sky beset and adorned 
with stars,' au d shou ld contemplate the 
changing light of the moon in its increase 
and decrease, the rising and setting of all 
these heavenly bodies, and their cou rse to 
u Heternity inviolable and u nu tterablu ; tru ­ 
ly they wou ldjtheu believe that God really 
« •\;.->!ed and that these mighty works ori­ 
ginate with them.”

God is the u ltimate refu ge and resting 
place of intelligence. 
When once we have the

Here is something that has been made, 1 
produ ced: it is the highest and best thing 
that has been made. What does it mean? | 
What is it created for? Is this the end of 
it? 
Does the Creator’s work cease here?

Let u s look at this life a moment 
and observe some of its chief character­ 
istics. 
Here is moral freedom, the possi­ 
bility of choosing a moral destinv; that 
is the opportu nity is given everv one of 
being right or being wrong.

lit* is a pos­ 
ition factor in the world’s growth; the 
other is a negative. 
Exertion wins the 
power and distinction. That one be right 
morally is fu ndamental to tlx* highest 
su ccess every where. 
lie mu st be self- 
sacrificing, temperate, honest, sincere, 
generou s, sympathetic, helpfu l, brave, or 
he cannot be broadly u sefu l in the world; 
cannot enjoy the largest happiness. 
Un­ 
tru th, insincerity, i- su re in the end to 
bring confu sion and disaster. 
That this free intelligent sou l endowed 
with su ch capacities shou ld be brou ght 
into being, simply to be blotted ou t; that 
these new elements, freedom and intelli­ 
gence, shou ld be introdu ced into the u n­ 
iverse withou t a pu pose beyond, simply 
to be obliterated, certainly does not ac­ 
cord with the general plan of natu re as 
we see it. 
Life passes throu gh cycles, 
bu t oycry one ot these cycles opens into 
a larger life beyond. 
A grain of wheat is 
planted, sprou ts, grows, ears, ripens, and 
you gather the fru itage in vou r hand, a 
hu ndred kernals, the doors to a hu ndred 
new cycles and a more abu ndant harvest. 
So when thou ght and its attendant re 
tinu ecome into being, do not they look 
forward to something beyond, wonder­ 
fu lly enlarged and gloriou s? 
If there be 
system, order and coherency here, if there 
be thou ght u nderlying and threading 
this u niverse, then as the fou ndation su g­ 
gests the su perstru ctu re, so time speaks 
of eternity, earth of heaven, where this 
mortal mu st pu t on u nmortality, this cor­ 
ru ption. incorru ption. 
No grou nd bu t 
that o f the baldest atheism will su pport 
disbelief in its fu tu re existence. 
Granted 
that, there is a Gad working in and 
throu gh natu re, the irresistible logic o f 
scientific thou ght leads to an existence be­ 
yond this, to which this is the portal. 
Now' then; here is a man having all the 
exalted endowments to which we have 
allu ded, capable of choosing hi* moral 
destiny and working it ou t, having every 
tiling else in him dependent u pon this 
destiny, enable to achieve a large life u n­ 
less it be a right life, with the broadening 
and deepening of his sou l dependent u p­ 
on a clear u nderstanding of moral dis 
ti net ions and a conscientiou s observance 
of them, filled with affections that exalt 
and pu rify the life, a creatu re of hope, 
impelled, stimu lated and nou rished by 
hope, one who lives for fu tu re ideals, for 
u nrealized things, for things invisible; 
and as yet non-existent, who find- hap­ 
piness largely in the contemplation of 
these ideals; and is it possible that this 
God, that we have discovered here, whose i 
thou ght isemiu ancnt in natu re, who has 
made the highest exhibition of his skill 
and wisdom in the creation of man, who 
lias thu s endowed his creatu re with the 
high and noble attribu tes of reason, af­ 
fection and moral character, and has set 
him fronting an immortal existence, is it 
possible that this God wou ld leave this 
creatu re with hi-moral destiny in his own 
k< eping withou t a ray of light in regard 
to that fu tu re, or u word of information 
concerning the relation of this life to if' 
Having committed to man the tru st of 
making his own character wou ld he with­ 
hold from him that light necessary to the 
perfect completion ot his work? ‘ Wou ld 
that be in keeping with the plans of Him 
who gives air to the lu ngs, light to the 
eve, problems to the intelleet, and hearts 
to the affections? 
We think not. 
Every 
where iu natu re God 1ms provided everv i 
thing essential to the consu mmation of! 
plans for which agencies were fitted. 
He \ 
has not left ou t a single element. 
Every j 
thing is exactly prepared lor the develop­ 
ment of the chicken ou t of the egg, for j 
the coming of the bu tterfly from the cat- 
erpiller. Higher stages of existence come 
from lower, by clear, straightforward, u n­ 
varying, u nmistakable steps. 
So God to 
j be consistent mu st proceed with man;u nd 
so he does proceed with man. 
Heligiou s 
light has flooded the word. 
From some 
sou rce all 
people have had more or 
le— clear notions of the fu ndamental facts 
of religion. 
Iheylmye had conceptions 
ot « rod, fu tu re existence, respoasiblilitv, 
penalty, sacrifice, prayer, worship. These 
great ideas have come into the world and 
have dominated hearts, gu ided the cou rse 
of nations, and have determined the drift 
and ou tcome of whole civilizations. The 
history of tlie world’s religions Lin a deep 
sense the hi-taryof the world itself.
